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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner hereby withdraws the finality of the last Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent., published under section 1 22(b), by another filed 
in the United Slates before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United Stales before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
Slates and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 13-15 and 24-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated by 
Eslambolchi et al (US 6,349,460). 

Eslambolchi discloses 38 with a plate having an aperture with four rollers. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 16-17 and 28-3 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Eslambolchi et al (US 6,349,460) in view of Damron (US 5,271,605). 

Eslambolchi discloses rollers positioned to extend above and below and 40 is square, 
except for at least one roller has a diameter greater than a thickness of the plate; a rectangular 
aperture; and angled mounting slots located adjacent to the four corners. 
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Damron discloses roller 1 8 has a diameter greater than a thickness of the plate 10 in Fig. 
2; a rectangular aperture in Fig. 1 ; and angled mounting slots located adjacent to the four comers 

(36). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify Eslambolchi by at least one roller has a diameter greater than a thickness of 
the plate, as taught by Damron, for the purpose of routing the wire without touching the plate; 
providing more rooms for the wires to pass through; and quickly mounting or removing to and 
from a junction box. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 13-17 and 24-3 1 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
